ORDER GRANTING EXTENSION FOR PILINGS IN SECOND 
PART 07 POST-HEARING COMMENT PERIOD 


The date for filing of documents in the second part of the post bearing comment 
period is set for November 13,1995. I have received motions for extension of the deadline 
by 90 to 120 days from Phillip Mentis, R_J. Reynolds, CheaRisk, the Tobacco Institute, the 
Ch elsea Group, Limited and the Hotel Employees .and Restaurant Employees International 
Union. The Department of Labor has responded by objecting to the 120 day extension but 
staring that it would agree to an extension of 41 days due to its recognition of some confusion 
regarding the workings of the docket office. 

In anticipatio n of a budgetary crias^for.the U.S. Government that.would .fall at the 
same rime as the deadline for submission of November 13, 1995, an extension of time is 
necessary. However; the 41 day extension agreed to by the Department of Labor would put 
the deadline in the middle of the holidays at the end of December which would be an 
inc o gvc ai egt rime for the filing of a large number of documents. Accordingly, IT IS 
ORDERED that tbe deadlmc for submission of filings in the second part of the post-hearing 
comment period is extended to January 16,1996. 
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
